The witness was present whim the 
water cure was administered and it 
was the only Incident of the kind that 
he knew of during the whole service 
of 20 months in the Philippines. 
Chairman Lodge then read the tes­ 
timony of O’Brien with regard to the 
alleged abuse of a woman.

ever no- 
cu m d in that 
town 
or any other 
Spanish town of which I had charge,’ 
replied the captain. 
“It is a lie from 
beginning to end, and I have never 
known of any Spanish woman being 
abused by an American In the Philip­ 
pines.” 
Senator Lodge then read O’Brien’s 
testim ony to the effect that at the 
town of San Joaquin, at the wedding 
of

nresidente’s 
daughter, the 
American officers, 
including 
Major 
Cook 
and . Captain 
McDonald, got 
drunk and forced the women to dance 
with them. 
“My command of the vocabulary of 
the English language Is not sufficient 
to characterize that statem ent prop­ 
erly.” declared 
Captain 
McDonald. 
“It is a deliberate lie. 
Major Cook 
was on duty at Jaro, a town 60 miles 
away, on that day and I was on duty 
at Migaou, as can be proved by the 
records.” 
With reference to the charges of 
misappropriating the company funds 
he said that the captain of a company 
never handled the money of the com­ 
missary department, so that he would 
not have had the opportunity to ap­ 
propriate it. even lf he had so desired 
O’Brien, he said, had had trouble 
with officers and men of his company 
from the time he joined until he left. 
He related Instances of bad conduct 
on the part of O’Brien which had got 
him into trouble. 


O R C H A R D AND GARDEN. 


The average life of raspberry planta­ 
tions is about six years. 
With grapes the rule should be to dig 
deep and plant shallow. 
For rooting the best cutting of a 
plant is a shoot of new growth just be­ 
fore it grows woody or at all fibrous. 
Trees about the house make it more 
attractive and homelike, besides shield­ 
ing it from the cold winds of winter 
and the hot suns of summer. 
Cut the young trees back when plac­ 
ing them In the ground and also trim 
off some of Hie roots, especially those 
that are bruised or broken in any way 
Fruit trees cannot thrive on all kinds 
of exhausted soil. The trees will make 
a growth of leaves and wood on poor 
land, but they require mineral manure 
to perfect the fruit 
In most cases when planting shade 
trees the hardiness of the trees should 
be given preference over rapid growth. 
It is of no advantage to secure a shade 
tree early only to have it die when 
most useful._________________

th at a railroad had 
•conducted a lobby in 
favor of Los 
Angeles among the 
commissioners. 
T h e m oderator declared the Cleveland 
•elder out of order. 
Elder Ernest E. 
Baker, from Oakland, Cal., said that 
the man referred to as a lobbyist was 
a member of the assembly, who had 
a perfect right to be on the floor of 
the assembly. 
Previous to selecting the next place 
of meeting the assembly took up th*> 


report on m inisterial relief and adopt­ 
ed it. It includes a provision for clos­ 
ing of the home for aged m inisters 
a t Perth Amboy, N. J. 
The assembly acted adversely on an 
overture from the presbytery of Los 
Angeles 
requesting 
that 
m inisters 
coming from the Southern 
Presby­ 
terian church 
be 
honorably retired 
with the sam e privileges as if they 
had served always with the church 
under the general assembly. The m at­ 
ter came before the assembly in a 
report from the committee on minis 
terial relief, which recommended ad 
verse action. 
The Rev.

W ilkinsburg, chairm an of the com­ 
mittee. said it would open the door 
for m inisters of other denominations 
to come to the Presbyterian church 
and claim the same privileges as the 
m inisters who had served the gen­ 
eral assembly all their lives. 
The Rev. Dr. Benjamin L. Agnew, 
of Philadelphia, corresponding 
sec­ 
retary of the board of ministerial re­ 
lief, spoke in the same vein.

“The only reliable thing in marriage 
is IU uncertainty,” Douglas Jerrold 
once remarked in a cynical moment.

Thus ended their life together, for 
the Indignant young wife took the next 
train to ber mother’s home, and from 
that day to this the foolish people have 
never m et 
In another case, known professional­ 
ly to the writer, a dispute as to the 
pronunciation of a word completely 
wrecked the married life of a young 
couple and brought their little tragedy 
into the light of the law courts. 
It came out in evidence that during 
the honeymoon the bridegroom had 
ventured to correct the bride, who had 
mispronounced a word at the breakfast 
table.

Matted that it was impossible to live 
Grfth the plaintiff "because he snored so 
dreadfully." 
* “But surely," the judge remarked, 
m ils is not a sufficient reason for stay­ 
ing away from*-your husband?" "You 
think it was, my lord," the lady 
replied, "lf you lived with him. 
I 
couldn’t get a wink of sleep in any part 
Of the boose, and even the neighbors 
complained of bls snoring. It will kill 
me lf I have to go back." 
i Unreasonable suspicions have con­ 
tributed as much as any cause to the 
undoing of husbands and wives. In one 
domestic tragedy which was unfolded 
in the law courts a few years ago a 
newly married wife bad received a let­ 
ter addressed in a masculine hand. The 
husband, who was of a jealous temper 
ament demanded to see the letter, 
which the wife refused to show him. 
High words ensued, and in a moment 
of uncontrollable passion the husband 
struck his wife, with the result that she 
went home to lier parents and refused 
to live with him again. 
The most tragic and dramatic part 
of the story was the iadj’s statement 
in court that the letter which twill 
caused all tho trouble had been writ 
ten by her brother. 
A clergyman told the writer that bt* 
once married a rustic couple whose 
matrimonial life terminated at the 
church door at the conclusion of the 
wedding ceremony. 
It appears that the bridegroom had 
discovered that his bride had sold ber 
mangle, which had been one of the 
chief inducements to marry her. and 
she had made an equally disappointing 
discovery that lier swain bad sold a 
handsome clock on which she had set 
her heart. Thus were two lives wreck­ 
ed by a mangle and a clock, however 
strange aud foolish it may seem. 
In another case a young widow who 
bad married an elderly bachelor who 
was reputed 
to 
be wealthy found 
after her marriage that her false lover 
had parted with every penny of his 
fortune in purchasing an annuity for 
his own life and was so disgusted 
with his meanness that she left him 
to the undisturbed enjoyment of bis 
annnity.

Definite information has

city that active work 
upon the construction of the extension 
of the New Cumberland branch of the 
Panhandle railroad will commence not 
later than June 
IO, 
and 
sooner 
if 
found possible. 
This statement 
was 
marie by Contractor George McNally 
who has secured the contract for the 
construction of the western part of the 
road. 
McNally Bros., who built the extern 
aion from Kenilworth to the east end 
of Chester, are now completing a large 
contract near Youngstown, and all the 
tools and steam shovels will be sent to 
this city from there. It was the inten­ 
tion of Mr. McNally to secure assist­ 
ance from McLaughlin Bros., of 
this 
city, in working on the contract, but 
the local contractors have their hands 
full. 
The announcement will 
be 
hailed 
with delight not only by the residents 
of this city and Chester, 
but by all 
those owning property along the route 
of the new road. 
Owing to geological conditions, the 
road will probably not be completed 
until late in the fall, and possibly not 
then 
Some of the hardest work on 
the western part of the extension will 
be encountered in the West

Trivial Things That 
Have Strewn 
the Sea of Matrimony 
With 
the 
Wreck* of Married 1,1* es Before 
the VufBie Was Fairly Brtoo. 


"The only reliable thing in m arriage 
is Its uncertainty," Douglas Jerrold 
once remarked In a cynical moment, 
and, like m any sayings to which one 
may object, this aphorism contains at 
least an elementary truth. It is a cu 
rious fact th a t while some matrimonial 
barks survive fifty or more years of 
voyaging and come safely Into harbor 
at last others are wrecked before they 
leave the still w aters of the honey­ 
moon. 
This was the fate of a couple known 
to the writer who were married a few 
years ago under the brightest of nu* 
pices and for whom their friends pre­ 
dicted nothing but happlness& Tbe very 
first day of the honey moon their wed­ 
ded lives came to an abrupt and tragic 
termination 
from 
the 
simplest 
of 
causes. 
The bride had brought with lier on 
the honeymoon a parasol of a vivid, ag 
greaslve red color, to which her hus­ 
band objected. Ile begged her not to 
use it, but she persisted. The dispute 
grew 
w arm er 
and 
warmer, 
heated 
words were exchanged, until at last in 
n Impulse of anger the bridegroom 
snatched the sunshade out of his wife s 
hands and threw it into the sea. 
Thus ended their life together, for 
the indignant young wife took the next 
train to her mother’s home, and from 
that day to this the foolish people have 
never m e t 
In another case, known professional­ 
ly to the writer, a dispute as to the 
pronunciation of a w ord completely 
wrecked tile married life of a young 
couple and brought their little tragedy 
into the light of the law courts. 
It came out In evidence th at during 
the honeymoon the bridegroom had 
ventured to correct the bride, who had 
mispronounced a word a t th e breakfast 
table. 
She 
resented 
the 
correction, 
maintaining th at she w as right and her 
lord and m aster wrong. The argum ent 
thus begun ended In a bitter quarrel, 
during which each disputant no doubt 
said things which had much better 
have been left unsaid, with the result 
that the silly couple separated, each re 
fusing to yield to the other. 
Efforts were made by their friends 
and relatives to heal the breach, but to 
no purpose, and the little tragedy end 
sd in a Judicial separation. 
WG seems almost Incredible that peo 
pfa’ktJonld aflow their lives to be wreck 
cd by such trivial causes, but in both 
these cases actual fact proves stranger 
even than fiction. 
More ludicrous, if not more trivial, 
w as the cause that separated a couple 
who were united less than a year ago. 
(n a suit by a husband for the restitu 
fldn of conjugal rights the w ife do- 
flared that It w as Impossible to live 
With the plaintiff "because he snored so 
dreadfully." 
’ “But. surely," the judge remarked, 
"this Is not a sufficient reason for stay­ 
ing aw ay from*-your husband?" "You 
WjiuM think It was, my lord," the lady 
replied, "lf you lived with him. 
I 
couldn't get a wink of sleep in any part 
of the bouse, and even the neighbors 
complained of hts snoring. It w ill kill 
me lf I have to go back." 
Unreasonable suspicions have con­ 
tributed as much as any cause to the 
undoing of husbands and wives. In one 
domestic tragedy which w as unfolded 
In the law courts a few years ago a 
uewly married w ife had received a let­ 
ter addressed In a masculine hand. The 
husband, who was of a jealous temper- 
ameuL demanded to see the letter. 
which the wife refused to show him. 
High words ensued, and in a moment 
of uncontrollable passion the husband 
struck bis wife, with the result that she 
went home to lier parents and refused 
to live with him again. 
The roost tragic and dram atic part 
of the story w as the la d j's statement 
in court that tile letter which hail 
caused all the trouble had been writ 
ten by her brother. 
A clergyman told tile writer that in* 
once married a rustic couple whoa* 
matrimonial 
life term inated at the 
church door at the conclusion of tile 
wedding ceremony, 
It appears that tile bridegroom had 
discovered that his bride had sold her 
mangle, which hail been one of the 
chief Inducements to marry her. and 
she bad made an equally disappointing 
discovery that her swaiu had sold a 
handsome clock on which she had set 
her heart. Thus were two lives wreck 
cd by a mangle aud a clock, however 
strange and foolish it may seem. 
In another case a young widow who 
had married an elderly bachelor who 
w as reputed 
to 
tie wealthy found 
after her m arriage that her false lover 
had parted with every penny of his 
fortune in purchasing an annuity for 
his own life and wus so disgusted 
with his meanness thut she it*ft film 
to the undisturbed enjoym ent of bis 
annuity. 
One recreant husband gave as a rva 
son for declining to live with bis wife 
Hie discovery that the hair which bad 
((instituted lier chief charm iii his eyes 
w as faille and that he could bo tonger 
either love or respect u wife who hud 
so deceived him.—London Tit-Bits.
